Said Nixon

limitation of offensive and defensive 
nuclear arms ever entered into. This 


is the first step in reducing the 
danger of war and increasing the 
chances of peace. 


“ There 
remains 
a 
significant 
number of categories in the nuclear 
field that are not covered We must 
now move from the first step to the 
vitally important next step where 
we consider the full range of nuclear 
arms."

Space test satellite launched 


VANDENBERG AFB (UPI> -A 
satellite 
with 
five 
scientific 
experiments and a military radar 
target was lifted into near-polar 
orbit Monday by an Atlas-Burner II 
booster, the Air Force announced 
today. 
The project was part of the 
defense department s space test 
program. The Air Force said the 
orbit was about 400 miles above the 
earth 


The military radar target will 
serve ground-based units with an 
object of known size, shape and 
reflectivity 
for calibrations and 
tests. The satellite experiments deal 
with 
identifying 
and 
analyzing 
radiation in the earth’s atmosphere 
Aboard were a pair of Air Force 
instruments to measure low-altitude 
charged particles that can disrupt 
radio communications across the 
polar regions and over Brazil.

probably won t be able to solve your 
problem 
in 
case 
you 
have 
a 
complaint about your property tax 
assessment, but he's going to listen 
to you anyway 
It's all part of his way of doing 
things which he calls “ availability." 
In a move almost unprecedented in 
county government. Cooke will hold 
weekly office hours in the north 
county area, the first and third 
Wednesdays in Santa Maria, and the 
second and fourth Wednesdays in 
Lompoc Hours are 10 a m to 3 p m 
each of the visiting days 
All 
sessions are in the county buildings 
in the respective cities 
When he says he'll listen to 
complaints, that's the way Cook's 
job is “ Most people don’t think of 
the assessor or even know his name 
unless they want to protest an 
assessment." Cook said last week in 
his inaugural Lompoc visit 
But Cook hopes his visits will turn 
into something more than that “ 1 11 
be there to talk to anyone who wants 
to talk with me." he said “ And at 
the very least. I ll be able to explain 
the 
policies 
of 
the 
assessor’s 
office " 
cook was appointed recently to fill 
the unexpired term of long-time 
assessor 
Harry 
Holmquist 
who 
retired 
The office comes up for 
reelection in November 1974 
Cooke 
is 
a 
native 
of 
Santa 
Barbara, attended schools there and 
graduated from the University of 
California at Santa Barbara 
He 
joined the department in January 
I960 and was the county’s chief 
appraiser until he got the call from 
the Board of Supervisors 
In a personal vein. Cook and his 
wife, 
Maylene, 
live 
in 
Santa 
Barbara with their two children 
The 
family 
enjoys 
sports 
and 
particularly camping and fishing 
Cook adds bowling to the avocations 
with a little golf thrown in 
In addition to his weekly meetings 
in the north county. Cook will meet 
with any group that would like to 
hear him speak 
The single most important goal of 
his department, in fact what it’s all 
about, is the policity of assessing 
property at 25 per cent of the real 
market value "That’s the main goal 
we have," Cook said, “ and basically 
the main reason for that is to spread 
the assessments equitably in any 
area." 
Cook 
and 
his appraisers are 
reviewing the Lompoc area What’s 
his eyeball evaluation of the trends'' 


“ We don’t feel the assessment level 
will rise a great deal but we feel the 
inequities that now exist should be 
smoothed out and equalized far 
better than they have been in the 
past I think this is the goal of my 
eye. so to speak, my tenor as the 
assessor is. we can’t do anything 
about the assessments per se We re 
not going to say we can cut the 
assessments We have to follow the 
mandate of the state on the 25 per 
cent 
assessment 
ration 
to full 
market value Bit I think it's the 
concern of each taxpayer to make 
sure that he pays no more than his 
fair share 
A house valued at $20.000 for 
example would have an assessment 
of $5,000 if it is property assessed 
“ In Lompoc and Santa Maria we 
can’t say market value has fallen 
necessarily, but they have certainly 
not kept up with the pace and the 
indexes of inflation and therefore 
they may be more stable as far as 
the year to year values than any 
other area we have to work with 
It terms of other north county 
areas, Buellton has changed in the 
past few years because of the 
commercial growth in the area the 
hotel 
and 
motel 
industry 
has 
changed the characteristics of the 
area to some degree Residential 
growth in the same area however 
has been modest 
There 
has 
also 
been 
rapid 
commercial and residential growth 
in the Solvang-Santa Ynez area, but 
Los Olivos has shown very little 
change over the period of the last 
several years, according to Cook 
The 
agricultural 
preserve 
program 
in 
Cook’s 
view 
has 
stablized the north 
county rural 
lands, as it has done elsewhere

House approves weakened 
antihijacking legislation 


WASHINGTON (UFM)-The House has 
approved 
antihijacking 
legislation 
to 
empower President Nixon to suspend air 
service between the United States and 
nations which encourage air piracy. 
The measure adopted Monday would 
impose 
the 
death 
sentence, 
at 
the 
Jiscretion of a jury, for a person convicted 
of hijacking, or a minimum 20-year prison 
sentence. 


Passed by a 354 to 2 vote with only Reps. 
Phillip Burton, D-Calif., and John Convers, 
D-Mich., in opposition, the measure is a 
weakened version of a Senate-passed bill 
Under both bills, the President could 
suspend air service to any foreign nation 
BART suffers first accident 


FREMONT, Calif. 
(UfM i- When it 
began operations three weeks ago, the $1.4 
billion Bay Area Rapid Transit (BART) 
system was hailed as the model for future 
urban transportation. 
A week ago, while visiting the area. 
President Nixon rode in one of BART’s 
sleek, computer controlled trains. 
Monday, BART had its first accident. 
One of Its trains, traveling at 30 miles an 
hour, 
ignored 
stop orders 
from 
the 
computer, smashed through a sand barrier 
and fell to a parking lot 10 feet below its 
track. 


The attendant who can take control from 
the computer in an emergency, was one of 


five persons hurt in the accident 
The injured were all in the first car of the 
two-car tram. It failed to stop at the 
Fremont station, southern terminus of the 
28-mile sec'tion of BART which opened 
Sept 11. 
The $300,000 car which uncoupled from 
the second car in the train before dropping 
to the parking lot. was later hauled back on 
the tracks Tests found it still able to 
operate. 
Officials said the fault appeared to have 
been in the train's equipment and not the 
computer 
It was pulled to tram sheds 
when regular service closed for the night 
fora thorough investigation.

Opponents claimed the measure was unconstitutional and 
would allow government censorhip of news since reporters 
would need presidential approval to go to North Vietnam. 
But backers of the bill complained that antiwar activists 
such as actress Jane Fonda and former .Attorney General 
Ramsey Clark had traveled to Hanoi to make anti- 
American propaganda statements. 
Fiep Fioger Zion. R-Ind , said that Clark, Miss F onda and 
others were "walking the extreme left side of the street. 


trying to prolong the war and the killing bv demanding a 
Communist victory ” 
The bill was defeated on a 229-to-141 roll-call vote under 
House rules requiring support from two thirds of those 
voting for passage. This procedure is u.sed as a shortcut to 
speed passage of usually non-controversial bills to which no 
amendments are allowed. 
Rep. Robert F] Drinan, D-Mass., leader of the opposition, 
protested the bill had been whipped through the Internal 
Security Committee without proper consideration 
“ This bill is unconstitutional on a number of grounds, 
most importantly because it restricts the right of all 
Americans to travel, including news reporters, without 
substantive or procedural due process. " .said Drinan 
Members of families of prisoners of war had come out 
against the bill in recent days, although some favored 
taking a strong stand against allowing antiwar activists to

Steam bus passes test 


OAKL.AND (U P I)—A steam bus has ended a fault-free 
trial run of nine days with admiring endorsements from 
pa.ssengers —"it feels like a plane ” and "it feels like you’re 
on a cushion" —that may give it hope as a weapon in the 
fight against air pollution 
The bus completed its demonstration period in regular, 
paying service for the two-county AC Transit District with 
no stops for operational problems, water or fuel. 
The bus developed by William .M Brobeck engineers of 
neighboring Fierkeley, was sent back td the workshop early 
in the summer when it had problems with water consump­ 
tion. noise, fumes and repeated breakdowns 
But the transit district reported Monday the bus ran 3.403 
miles after the improvements and demonstrated the 
operational feasibility of steam and its acceptance by the 
public. The bus tested well within the minimum emission 
standards to be in effect in California by 1975. 
Steam buses developed by other companies were tested 
in San F’rancisco and Los Angeles under an $8 million 
program financed by federal, state and local governments 
Passengers interviewed on the last scheduled run of the 
Brobecker steam bus said it operated more smoothly than a 
regular vehicle and seemed to have faster pickup 
"It feels like a plane and I think it’s quieter too." said

country I was in I didn't get taken, he said last week 
In Paris, Schat paid $14 for two hamburgers and three 
beers. It cost $32 to stay one mghl in a “cheap hotel and it 
had no bath and a commode at the end of the hallway 
Later Schat rented a car and paid 90 cents a gallon for 
gas And he had to pay an extra $40 for the rented »Hertz i 
car because he crossed the Belguim and Holland borders 
They call it a drop-off charge, but they don’t tell you 
that when you pick up the car I would have taken a tram if 
I'd had known — it's cheaper," he explained 
Schat expressed disappointment about the litter he 
observed along the countryside during the four day drive 
In Holland, where he lived as a boy, Schat observed. I 
never saw one clean patch of canal water I remember how 
clear the water was w hen I swam in the canals as a kid 
Schat recommends Americans to “ stay at home, spend 
your money here 
things were so high and the service was 
bad 


A reason for the high prices and poor service, he believes, 
is that so many tourists frequent Europe during the 
summer He read in a magazine that over one million 
Americans visited Amsterdam last summer 
“ Most of them were young Americans who don t behave 
too well,” he noted 
The Schat s holiday wasn't all bad, however They visited 
relatives 
“ If it hadn t been lor relatives I would have come back 
the second day. he stated 
Schat and wife staved with uncles in Holland and 
England, experiencing European life unlike a tourist This 
Schat liked very much.

Luis, with very few Chinooks The best the salmon trollers 
could boast of was a few bonito taken fairly deep Weather 
had improved, and the bottom fisherman was in his 
element with limit of good eating fish Blues and yellow tail 
bass were predominant 
San Simeon still reports excellent fishing with full and 
half-day boats going out from the county pier We are 
informed by the Parks and Recreation Department that the 
park at San Simeon is closed to overnight camping, with 
facilities removed to San Simeon State Park a few miles 
south on the San Simeon Lagoon So anyone figuring on an 
overnight stay, better check in here on the northward trip 
Last week we took a run up the coast to above the Piedra 
Blanco Lighthouse Tho we did not fish, we did discover 
many good spots within a short distance of the highway, 
where it is possible to pull out. and fish within a few yards 
of the car The one-time fence is gone and this area is open 
to the public orat least until some high mifded individual 
finds a reason to prohibit access 
So with the attendant crowds locally, and areas fished 
out, now is the time to visit from Arroyo de la Cruz to 
where the highway starts to climb There" are spots above 
here, with a few camp grounds But in most cases quite a 
walk down the cliff is entailed, so there is plenty of space 
this side of Jade Beach and other areas 
Further south in the Santa Barbara-Oxnard etc. areas, 
calico and kelp bass are the chief producers, with some 
bonito and barracuda out at sea Also a few sizeable yellow 
tail have been taken. 
It would be advisable to call one of the many landings for 
reservations and information before setting "out on a long 
trip 
The albacore are still a long way out from Morro Bay 
With no information on party boats, best bet for interested 
anglers is to call Brebe's or Moore’s Landing at Morro Bay 
for latest particulars.

up Mario Lanza 


What can you say about a Lompoc organization that 
once passed up Mario Lanza for Elwood Gary? That the 
members love music. That the Lompoc Community 
Concerts Association (LCCA), the guilty organization, is 
celebrating its 25th anniversary this concert season — 
<1948 49 to 1972-73)? 
Maybe we should forget about what happened in 1949 
That would be easy because most of the original LCCA 
members don't remember that lost opportunity 
But it's true Mario Lanza, the great American tenor 
and the romantic star of Hollywood movies, could have 
performed in concert one night in Lompoc many years 
ago Instead, local people who purchased season tickets 
heard tenor Elwood Gary 
The evidence is clearly illustrated in the 1949-1950 
Community Concert Service brochure. The brochure, 
which listed the artists available for that season, was 
sent to LCCA and 800 other similar organizations in 
Cities throughout the U.S. and Canada.

Apparently, the LCCA executive board members 
wanted a tenor to perform in their second concert season 
(1949-1950». The choice was between ten tenors whose 
images were pictured on page 16 of the brochure, which 
is still around today. Someone circled in pencil the 
picture of Elwood Gary and he performed in concert in 
Lompoc on February 25, 1950 
There was no circle around Mario Lanza's picture. 
Many of those executive board members are still 
living in Lompoc today. They were recently questioned: 
“ I don't remember passing up Mario Lanza I vaguely 
remember Elwood Gary; the name seems familiar,” 
said Sue Godden. 
“ It (the decision) must have been made at a time 1 
was out on treasury business and missed the meeting,’’ 
Grace Anderson stated. 
“ I ’m not sure. I can’t remember (the meeting). I don’t 
know why we chose Elwood Gary,” William Keyes said 
and pointed out that that was almost 25 years ago. 
Keyes went on. explaining the LCCA board often goes 
on the advice of the Community Concert Service 
representative, and LCCA probably could not have 
afforded Mario Lanza, and Lanza may not have toured 
the west coast that season 


Upon independent investigation (by this writer), it was 
revealed that Keyes was correct on some points. A 
biography entitled “ The Mario Lanza Story” notes that 
Lanza toured the midwestern states. 
According to the biography, there was no guarantee 
that Lanza would have shown up for a Lompoc* 
performance even if he had been chosen: “ Out of 27 
(concert dates», Mario was on hand for 12. He ducked out 
on some dates without giving a reason. For others he 
pleaded a cold — pneumonia he insisted on calling it 
Sensing his imminent rise as a screen personality, and 
all too aware that tickets for this tour had been sold a 
year before, when nobody could have heard of him, 
Mario was as disturbed as a petulant child at the 
prospect of playing the “ tank” towns for so little money. 
Already he had notions about singing in the big cities for 
top fees. Mario had a case of swollen pride well in 
advance of success. ” 
Keyes was incorrect about Lanza's price because he 
was still unknown 
Keyes was probably right about 
taking the advice of the representative, although we 
can t be sure about that However, the excuse of Lanza 
not touring California is unacceptable — because the 
L('( A board passed up Mario Lanza twice 
I he year before, LCCA s first season, Lanza was 
available He toured the west coast as the tenor in the 
Columbia Del Canto Trio, under Community Concert 
Service contract One LCCA member who sat on the 
executive board remembers: 
I can remember him being available to use in a trio, 
but the name Mario Lanza didn't mean a thing to us 
then 
Juanita Flores admitted last week. 
She could recall the board meeting that decided which 
artists would make up LCCA s first concert season and 
that the Columbia Del Canto Trio was considered and 
rejected by the board members 
I remember a discussion of the trio, but I can t 
remember what was said, that was 25 years ago,’’ she 
said. 
Mrs Flores suddenly made a complete confession 
Over the years, the LCCA board passed up Van Cliburn, 
Nelson Eddy, and other musicians now better known to 
the general public 
Also, she said, the board was 
responsible for some famous and quasi-famous artists 
appearing in concert in Lompoc Artists like Eugene 
List, ( onrad I hibault. and George I^ndon 
The Community Concert Service, of which LCCA is a 
branch, “ books only the artists they feel are the best ’’ 
said Mrs Flores. 
Some of them are well known regionally, nationally, or 
internationally Some of the unknown musieans under 
contract are destined to become famous like Mario 
Lanza Some are not You can never tell what will 
happen, she indicated 
I wonder what ever happened to Elwood Gary*'

Noon Propositions 


Proposition 8 on the November ballot is 
another 
issue 
that 
involves 
the 
environment. Its approval would allow the 
State Legislature, by majority vote, to 
exempt all air, water and noise pollution 
devices from property taxation with the 
State making up the loss of tax dollars to 
local governments. 
This proposition can only be branded as 
a “ tax loophole' for business and industry. 
Passage of the issue will do nothing to 
reduce pollution. Business and industry 
are required by law to comply with 
pollution standards. 
If approved, 
tax 
dollars will be used to assist business and 
industry to comply with present laws. It 
will do little to force industry to support 
research 
in 
the adoption of modern 
methods to provide greater production 
efficiency.

This measure provides no guide or 
indication 
just 
what 
implementing 
legislation may be adopted or the State 
costs involved in the reimbursement of tax 
dollars. Conceivably, taxpayers could be 
paying for sound-proof acoustical ceilings 
of major industry, as an example. 
It is true that 24 other States have 
adopted a measure such as Proposition 8. 
However, 
the 
24 
States 
are 
major 
industrial States who feel strongly that 
such a measure entices industry to their 
areas. We do not feel that such an 
enticement should be given. 
Fighting pollution is a top priority but 
we do not feel that one of the weapons 
should be a “ tax loophole' for business 
and industry. 
We 
recommend 
a 
“ no” 
vote 
on 
Proposition 8.

Under

circumstances, 
libel 
suits 
are 
extremely expensive to bring, and 
are monstrously time-consuming, so 
that even in the old days you didn’t 
bring suit unless the combination 
was just right: the charges against 
you outrageous and infectious, the 
tortfeasor implacable, the prospect 
of victory overwhelming, the point 
resonant 
21 By “ the old days,” I mean 
before New York Times v Sullivan, 
a decision handed down in 1964 
wherein the court ruled that a public 
official (later extended to public 
figure) could not sue a tortfeasor for 
libel unless he could prove “ actual 
malice, 
which is to say that the 
tortfeasor proceeded against the 
public figure in reckless disregard 
of the known fact. The courts hold in 
effect, 
that 
your 
right to say 
something about a public figure, 
however 
impulsively 
exercised, 
however errant the judgment, takes 
precedence over the right of the 
public figure to protection from 
defamation 
3» In my highly publicized suit 
against Gore Vidal and Esquire 
Magazine, u was three years before 
the court ruled that New York 
Times v Sullivan notwithstanding, 
my case was strong enough to go to 
the jury 
At this point Ksquire 
agreed to settle, arranging to pay 
over a figure designed to cover my 
legal expenses of $115,000, and to 
publish a statement to the effect 
that they were “ utterly convinced ’ 
of the untruthfulness of Gore Vidal’s 
charges

Annually the club sets up an office, 
canvasses

youth jobs The need is sometimes 
acute. 
Each year for the

more jobs for more 
youngsters,

for both full and

employment. 
The 
experience has been 
all good until this 
summer 


Once again the service found more 
jobs for more youngsters than the 
previous year, but for the first time 
there were complaints that the 
youngsters were not doing a good 
job, were goofing off or were not 
even following through on a referral 
to a potential employer This has 
upset the women who have worked 
so hard. 


An answer to the dilemma has not 
been worked out and probably won’t 
be until next summer when they 
tackle the job hunting project ail 
over again The youth normally fill 
all kinds of jobs ranging from 
babysitting or yard care, to service 
stations, garages and commercial 
outlets 
It coild be that a program of

nitro humus for home 
gardens.

University had achieved dramatic 
results with nitro humus in treating 
soil previously believed sterile and 
useless. 
The calls I ’ve received, however, 
dealt with the application of nitro 
humus to home gardens and flower 
beds. It’s unfortunate that the only 
information we have to go on is what 
I've 
developed. 
I’m 
sure 
that 
somewhere out there some gardener 
has done more. 
The real problem, to deal directly 
with the telephone calls is how to 
introduce the nitro humus into the 
soil 
in 
an effective 
way. 
The 
problems are simplified if one can 
grind the clods of nitro humus fine 
enough so as to blend more readily 
with the soil 
If the sewer plant byproduct can 
not be ground sufficiently fine, it 
can be soaked with water until it 
becomes soft enough to crumble in 
the hands. However, the crumbling 
process is limiting because of the 
labor involved If a gardener has a 
big area to cover, it becomes 
prohibitive 
In the absence of either process, it 
becomes difficult to introduce it into 
an already established lawn I’ve 
experimented with the water that 
drains off after the clods have 
absorbed all they can but I'm not 
sure of the results. 
Meanwhile the problems persist
